clerk shall refuse to Issue a mar­ 
ri la ce license to anyone showing 
evidence of intoxication, according 
to Eacks. 
In the past, nobody who bore a 
hint of liquor on his or her breath. 
has been able to procure a license 
in Orange county, says the clerk.

Poison Controls 
Garden Cutworms 


Seedling tom atoes, cabbage, le t­ 
tuce, and m elons are frequently cut 
off n ear th e ground by cutw orm s, 
especially in the spring and early 
sum m er, says the United S tates de­ 
partm ent of A griculture. A cutw orm 
is the young or caterpillar of a 
night-flying moth. The m oth lays 
its eggs upon plants or o th er ob­ 
jects and in some cases directly 
upon 
th e ground, and the eggs 
hatch Into cutw orm s. 
The 
com m oner 
cutw orm * 
are 
stout, soft-bodied, sm ooth or nearly 
sm ooth, and cylindrical, varying In 
color from gray to brown or nearly 
black 
and 
som etim es 
spotted 
or 
m arked w ith stripes. Cutw orm s o r­ 
dinarily w ork a t night, b ut often 
feed on dark cloudy days. M any 
kinds of cutw orm s go through the 
w inter In the soil and begin w ork 
again In the spring. Not only vege­ 
table crops are attacked b ut also a 
wide variety of ornam ental plants 
and field crops m ay be severely 
dam aged. 
C utw orm s m ay be gotten rid of 
readily by using a poisoned bran 
bait m ade up of 5 pounds of dry 
bran, 1-4 pound w hite arsenic or 
P aris green, I pint sirup or m olas­ 
ses, an d 3 or 4 quarts w ater.

E vidently a backw ash of the w ar 
period, w here 
conditions 
in the 
fighting areas aided m aterially in 
the spread of this disease, its pres­ 
ence w as not unusually noticeable 
until recently. 
W ith reported out- 
zreaks of the disease a t Sm ith and 
A m herst colleges intensive investi­ 
gations w ere undertaken. 
The T u fts college dental school 
undertook a study of the disease 
and 
exam ined 
m ore 
than 
HOO 
m ouths. T heir investigations found 
th at the num ber of cases w as in­ 
creasing w ith alarm ing rapidity. 
The college report revealed that 
“trench 
m outh" 
seem s 
to exist 
m ostly am ong business men, s tu ­ 
dents and housewives, betw een the 
age of 20 and 30 years. It is an in­ 
fectious disease, contracted by per­ 
sonal contact. 
The m ore common 
w ays of contracting 
are 
kissing 
and eating and drinking from u ten ­ 
sils used by infected individuals. 
Some cases are know n to have been 
contracted merely by using public 
telephones.

Future of American City 


W hat Is the future of th* Ameri­ 


can city? 
Science endeavors to answer this 
question, in the light of geographi­ 
cal, 
economical 
and 
historical 
knowledge, In the June Issue of the 
American 
magazine, through Dr. 
Russell Sm ith, head of the Depart­ 
ment of Economic Geography at 
Columbia university. The process 
of “urbanisation,” he declares, may 
be expected 
to continue 
In the 
United States for another IO or 40 
years, by which time he expects an 
adjustm ent between city and coun­ 
try. w ith about 86 or 70 per cent of 
the total population living In cities. 
The urban population is now 62 
per cent, as compared w ith S per 
cent In th* early days of the repub­ 
lic. 
“E verything Indicates that the 
cityward drift Is bound to go on,” 
says Prof. Smith. “The Roman E m ­ 
pire w ent through an exodus of the 
sam e kind when her rural districts 
drained Into the cities. The Roman 
Empire collapsed. I don’t say that 
the m ovement will be equally d is­ 
astrous 
here, 
but presumably 
It 
will bring about a number of acute 
conditions 
before 
adjustment 
Is 
mads. 
“O ur b ig inland cities, such a s 
St. Louts, A tlanta, Denver, In d ian ­ 
apolis. K ansas City and M inneapo­ 
lis, hav e been built up largely as 
th e resu lt of special railroad ad v an ­ 
tages. 
In some instances, th eir 
grow th h as been the product of 
b asing-polnt freight rates. T here is 
no com pelling n atu ral reason w hy 
large cities should have developed 
a t these p articu lar points. Once es­ 
tablished, however, they tend to run 
on th eir own momentum. In the 
courses of tim e—the n o t-far-d l* tan t 
future—w e can expect th a t th eir 
population w ill become static, or a t 
least Increase m ore slowly th an 
heretofore. 
“Now, w e have another class of 
cities located a t point# w her* n a ­ 
tu ra l conditions call for big cities. 
T hese ha^e grown up because a 
large a rea Is dependent upon them 
In one w ay or another: New York, 
Chicago, New Orleans, Seattle, San 
F rancisco, Los Angeles, P h iladel­ 
phia, B oston, Baltimore, D uluth, and 
N orfolk. T he population of these 
cities, too, w ill probably become 
sta tic ; b u t they will keep on grow ­ 
ing longer than those others of 
w hich I have ju st spoken. 
“T he population of the G reeter 
N ew Y ork area, including th e v a ri­ 
ous suburban districts, Is now about 
eight m illions. The prediction has 
no econm lc necessity calling for 
th is grow th. In fact, there are a 
nu m b er of economic reasons w hy 
New Y ork ought not to be allowed 
to grow bigger.” 
As to the question of th e m oder­ 
ate-sized city, Prof. Sm ith says: 
"T he b irth of sm all cities In con­ 
siderable num bers, and the grow th 
of m any Small towns and cities of 
from 500 to 25,000 to tw ice th eir 
p resent size, is another of the no­ 
tab le changes we can look for in 
A m erica in the reasonably n ear fu ­ 
ture. 
“T he fu tu re of these cities lies In 
p a rt w ith our foreign trade. A large 
foreign trade would m ean m ore c it­ 
ies, because our exports are largely 
in m anufactures, and m anufactures 
entail m ore city dwellers. However, 
our p resen t tariff policy seem s to 
Indicate th a t we have set our faces 
resolutely 
against encouraging 
a 
large foreign trade. T rade is the ex­ 
change of goods. W e would like to 
sell, but, in effect, w ith our high 
tariffs, are place great handicaps 
on buying. And the high tariff costs 
for farm ers’ supplies has its inev­ 
itable effect on agriculture.” 
B ut the greatest urban develop­ 
m ent of the future in A m erica will 
tak e place in the Pacific northw est, 
according to Professor Sm ith, y 
“T he p articu lar section to w hich 
I refer,*’ he says, “consists roughly 
of 50 by 400 miles on the Pacific 
C oast of Oregan and W ashington 
in the Puget Sound W illam ette river 
valley region, where are located the 
cities of Seattle, Portland, Tacoma, 
E verett, Bellingham and a few o th ­ 
ers. 
A portion of B ritish Columbia 
lies In the district, including V an­ 
couver and Victoria, 
The popula­ 


tion of this area is now about a 
million. It will alm ost certainly in­ 
crease to five or six. perhaps ten, 
millions. 
A thriving land of eltles 
in tho midst of dairy farms and a 
rich garden agriculture, such a s wa 
find In the best parts of England 
and Belgium. 
“To Dr. Ellsworth Huntington we 
are Indebted for epoch-making ob­ 
servations In the study of the part 
that climate plays In tbs making of 
civilization. 
If tho theory present­ 
ed in his great work, ’Civilization 
and Climate,’ were at variance with 
every-day experience w e might look 
at it askance; but the experience 
of common men, and the history of 
many countries, seem to confirm his 
most important conclusions. 
“D r. H untington's m ain conclu­ 
sion, in brief, is th is: a m an feels 
m ore Inclined to be active, and 
will do more physical work, a t a 
tem perature of about 65 degrees (65 
to 70 degrees' th a n when It is colder 
or w arm er. H e also states th at m an 
does his best brain w ork when the 
outdoor tem perature is about 40 de­ 
grees. Study the tem perature charts 
of Seattle and Portland, and you 
w ill be struck by the fact th a t in 
w inter 
the 
tem perature 
there Is 
rig h t for the m axim um of physical 
activity. 
"A nother of D octor H untington’* 
conclusion* la th at m an needs a 
m oist clim ate to perform a t his hast 
—and the clim ate here la moist. 
Also, it is changeable. And changes 
In tem perature w ake m en up, en er­ 
gize them , and m ake them w ant to 
do things. 
"Now here’s an illustration th at 
points up 
th is 
observation. 
You 
w ill recall the period during the 
g reat w ar w hen th e whole nation 
w as striving to build ships w ith all 
possible speed. 
"A t Philadelphia, the sun. shin­ 
ing upon the m en and also upon the 
m etal ships on w hich they worked, 
produced so 
m uch 
heat th at, a t 
tim es, men had to r e s t There w ere 
m any accidents of heat stroke and 
sunstroke In the eastern yards. B ut 
heat didn’t in terru p t w ork in the 
shipyards of the Pacific n o rth w est 
The P uget Sound yards won more 
pennants th an those of any other 
section—in general shipbuilding, In 
riveting. 
In welding, 
In 
fram ing 
wooden ships, in bolting. 
T his we 
m ust regard as of vast im portance; 
for to build a com m unity, a city, a 
civilization, 
requires 
brains 
and 
braw n, im agination and power, and 
depends not only upon num bers of 
people but upon people w ith brains 
and energy, and a disposition to 
exercise them . 
"Basing m y assertion on past his­ 
tory and econom ic and industrial 
conditions of today, it is In the 
northw est w here I expect A m erican 
civilization, in m any ways, to reach 
its m axim um . 
Yes! 
I expect th at 
it w ill o u tstrip New York, overcom ­ 
ing th e advantage w hich the m e­ 
tropolis ha» had of an early start. 
In the northw est of w hich I speak, 
I anticipate th at, m an for m an, 
A m ericans w ill eventually realize 
th eir greatest achievem ent, alm ost 
certainly 
th eir 
greatest
